The  first  is  a  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  May  12th,  6  o’clock,  20  min.  in  the  morning.  Invisible’ 
here,  except  at  4  o’clock,  30  min.  in  the  morning,  the  commencement  Will  be  more  visible  in  the 
W estern  States. 

The  second  is  a  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  May  26th,  4  o’clock,  6  min.  in  the  morning.  Invisible 
here;  visible  in  Europe,  and  the  North  Pole. 

The  third  is  a  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  November  4th,  10  o’clock,  50  min.  in  the  forenoon ; 
therefore  invisible  here. 

The  fourth  is  a  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  November  19th,  10  o’clock,  28  min.  in  the  evening,  con¬ 
sequently  invisible  here ;  visible  on  the  Southern  Ocean,  and  towards  the  South  Pole.

GAMBLING  AT  OHUBOH  PAIRS. 

The  “American  Agriculturist”  says :  “ Lotteries 
of  any  kind  in  or  for  churches,  asylums  or  other¬ 
wise,  are  worthy  of  the  severest  condemnation.” 

Another  writer  says  :  “  All  the  modern  ways  of 
raising  money  by  church  fairs,  suppers,  raffles, 
grab-boxes,  fish-ponds,  the  post-office,  &c.,  &c.,  are 
unchristian,  yea  fraudulent.  They  are  devices  and 
temptations  of  the  devil,  and  Christians  should 
have  nothing  to  do  with  them.” 

In  fact  this  is  the  solemn  voice  of  all  Churches. 
It  is  only  congregations  that  practice  and  justify 
the  abomination. 

Bishop  Kip  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  says  of 
church  fairs : — They  are  intended  to  extort  from 
the  public  money  for  Church  purposes,  which 
would  not  be  given  from  proper  religious  motives. 
Every  social  blandishment  is  held  out  to  fascinate 
the  purchaser,  and  induce  him,  often  against  his 
judgment,  to  contribute.  Thus  the  very  founda¬ 
tion  of  Christian  charity  is  undermined.  That  is 
based  upon  self-denial — giving  for  Christ’s  sake 
what  subjects  us  to  self-sacrifice.  But  these  prac¬ 
tices  hold  out  inducements  to  men  to  give,  until, 
at  last,  they  will  not  contribute  even  to  a  holy 
cause,  unless  they  receive  some  compensation. 
Thus  the  community  becomes  demoralized  on  a 
most  vital  principle  of  Christian  life.  The  whole 
of  this  system,  brethren,  is  sinful,  and  has  been 
practised  to  an  extent  which  has  brought  disgrace 
upon  the  cause  of  religion. 


FRIDAY  AN  UNLUCKY  DAY. 

So  some  people  say.  Let  us  see.  On  Friday 
Columbus  sailed  on  his  voyage  of  discovery,  and 
on  Friday  he  first  discovered  land.  On  Friday 
(Feb.  22d,  1732),  Washington  was  born;  Bunker 
Hill  was  seized  and  fortified;  Saratoga  surren¬ 
dered  (leading  France  to  espouse  our  Cause); 
Arnold’s  treason  was  discovered;  Yorktown  sur¬ 
rendered  ;  Independence  was  declared  by  the 
Colonial  Congress;  and  a  hundred  other  great 
events  in  American  civil  history,  to  say  nothing  of 
a  long  list  found  also  in  our  Ecclesiastical  history. 
Friday  unlucky !  It  i3  not  only  untrue,  but  also  a 
reproach  to  the  providence  of  God.  If  any  day 
were  better  than  another,  that  day  must  be  Friday 
itself,  because  on  it  our  Lord  made  atonement  for 
the  sins  of  the  world.

THE  SONS  OF  TEE  RICH  FOR  THE 
MINISTRY. 

We  need  more  ministers.  Though  some  are  idle, 
and  others  not  in  the  active  work  of  their  office, 
this  is  not  because  they  are  not  needed.  Keep 
this  great  thought  before  you,  that  the  Church 
needs  your  sons  for  the  Ministry,  and  Christ  is 
calling  them. 

Especially  is  He  calling  the  sons  of  the  rich ; 
they  have  the  same  qualifications  both  of  head  and 
heart,  as  the  poor,  and  are  equally  bound  to  prac¬ 
tise  whatever  self-denial  may  be  involved  in  con¬ 
secrating  themselves  to  this  holy  office.  Though 
the  poor  are  educated  by  the  Church,  from  the 
Beneficiary  fund,  this  by  no  means  excuses  young 
men  of  wealth,  but  all  the  more  loudly  calls  them 
to  the  work,  inasmuch  as  they  would  not  need  the 
funds  of  the  Church. 

How  can  you  lead  your  sons  to  the  ministry? 
By  sacredly  consecrating  them  to  the  work  in 
your  own  hearts,  prayers  and  plans ;  by  teaching 
them  the  meaning  and  solemnity  of  such  a  conse¬ 
cration  ;  by  teaching  them  the  need  of  an  increased 
ministry,  and  the  nature  of  their  call  to  it ;  and  by 
showing  them  how  much  better  it  is  to  work  thus 
for  the  Lord,  than  in  a  merely  worldly  office. 


JOHN  GALVIN  ON  CONFIRMATION. 

Although  he  did  not  practise  it  in  the  Church 
at  Geneva  (which  he  afterwards  regretted),  yet 
he  confessed  its  primitive  origin  and  its  value,  as 
may  be  seen  in  his  Institutes,  Book  4th,  §§  4 — 13: 
He  says : — 

“  It  was  an  ancient  custom  in  the  Church  for 
the  children  of  Christians,  after  they  were  come  to 
years  of  discretion,  to  be  presented  to  the  bishop, 
in  order  to  fulfil  that  duty  which  was  required  of 
adults,  who  offered  themselves  to  baptism,  *  *  *  a 
confession  of  faith  before  the  Church. 

“  That  this  exercise,  which  deserved  to  be  re¬ 
garded  as  sacred  and  solemn,  might  have  the 
greater  dignity  and  reverence,  they  also  practise 
the  ceremony  of  imposition  of  hands . 

“  This  custom  is  frequently  mentioned  by  the 
ancient  writers.  Such  imposition  of  hands  as  is 
simply  connected  with  benediction  I  highly  ap¬ 
prove,  and  wish  it  were  now  restored  to  its  primitive 
use ,  uncorrupted  by  superstition.”

HISTORY  OF  OUR  PUBLICATION  OPERATIONS,  cond  lease,  having  transferred  the  Printing  Estab- 


Our  Church  published  nothing  before  1805,  and 
then  only  the  “  Synodal  Ordnung  ”  adopted  in 
1793.  In  1817  Synod  began  publishing  her  mi¬ 
nutes  ;  first  only  in  German,  but  from  1825  in  both 
languages. 

In  1828  the  “  Magazine  of  the  German  Re¬ 
formed  Church  ”  was  published,  monthly,  by  the 
Board  of  Missions,  in  Carlisle,  Pa.  In  1829  it  was 
transferred  with  the  Theological  Seminary  to  York, 
Pa.  After  three  years  it  became  a  monthly  quarto 
newspaper,  called  “  The  Messenger  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church.”  In  1834  it  was  published 
semi-monthly.  In  July  1835  it  was  transferred  to 
Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  published  as  a  weekly 
folio  sheet,  called  “  The  Weekly  Messenger,”  with 
Rev.  Dr.  B.  S.  Schneck  as  Editor. 

In  1835  Rev.  Dr.  Schneck  started  a  German 
paper  called  “Der  Christliche  Herold;”  and  in 
1836  Rev  J.  C.  Guldin,  “  Der  Evangelische  Zeits- 
chrift.”  In  1 837  both  papers  were  transferred  to 
the  Board  of  Missions,  and  merged  into  one  called 
“  Der  Christliche  Zeitschrift,”  edited  by  Rev.  Sa¬ 
muel  Gutelius. 

In  1840  begins  a  new  Era.  Before  this,  the 
Church  publications  were  furnished  by  individuals 
and  outside  parties  ;  but  now  the  Church  founded 
the  Printing  Establishment,  in  Chambersburg,  Pa. 
At  this  date  Rev.  Dr.  S.  R.  Fisher  was  associated 
with  Rev.  Dr.  Schneck  as  Editor  of  the  “  Weekly 
Messenger,”  and  the  latter  became  Editor  of  the 
“  Christliche  Zeitschrift.” 

The  Printing  Establishment,  now  publishing  its 
own  Hymn  Books,  Catechisms,  and  Periodicals, 
grew  in  importance  and  responsibility,  until  the 
Board  of  Missions  could  no  longer  properly  carry 
the  trust ;  and  Synod,  in  1844,  organized  a  Board 
of  Publication,  which,  in  a  few  years,  for  want  of 
an  actual  business  head,  became  deeply  involved 
and  virtually  insolvent. 

At  this  point  (1848)  the  firm  of  M.  Kieffer  & 
Co. — how  familiar  the  name  sounds  ! — took  hold 
of  the  Printing  Establishment,  property  and  liabi¬ 
lities,  and  brought  order  out  of  confusion,  prosperity 
out  of  insolvency,  and  carried  Synod’s  Publication 
interests  for  fifteen  years  (to  1863).  The  “  Weekly 
Messenger  ”  became  “  The  German  Reformed  Mes¬ 
senger,”  and  the  “  Christliche  Zeitschrift  ”  became 
the  “  Reformirte  Kirchenzeitung.” 

M.  Kiefier  &  Co.,  at  the  expiration  of  their  sc- 


lishment  back  to  Synod,  a  newly  elected  Publica¬ 
tion  Board  met  and  organized  in  Chambersburg, 
in  January  1864,  with  Rev.  Dr.  S.  R.  Fisher  as 
business  head.  With  a  splendid  building,  enlarged 
facilities,  and  everything  on  solid  basis,  the  Board 
had  bright  hopes  of  success. 

Alas  !  “  How  many  a  slip  3twixt  cup  and  lip  Y* 
In  July  1864  Chambersburg  was  burnt  by  the  re¬ 
bels,  and  our  fine  Publication  House  was  laid  in 
ashes,  at  a  loss  of  nearly  $50,000.  Nothing  was 
saved  but  a  few  stereotype  plates  and  the  main  ac¬ 
count  books. 

This  calamity  led  to  an  immediate  transfer  of 
the  wholeTPublication  interest  to  No.  54  North  6th 
St.,  Philadelphia,  where  it  has  been  ever  since 
Sept.  1864.  The  Publication  Board  owns  no  pro¬ 
perty,  but  has  moveable  assets  three  times  as  great 
as  its  debts.  It  has  no  endowment,  and  at  present 
receives  no  contributions  from  the  Church  ;  yet  it 
does  all  her  publishing,  and  keeps  her  head  above 
water.  Why  doe3  not  our  Church  act  wisely  as 
some  other  Churches,  and  give  her  Board  of  Pub¬ 
lication  annual  collections,  or  aid  in  some  other 
form,  and  so  increase  its  efficiency? 

OUR  NATIONAL  CURSE. 

It  is  drunkenness.  It  annually  destroys  100,000 
lives,  besides  bringing  disease,  crime,  misery,  or¬ 
phanage,  agony  and  nameless  horrors  to  hundreds 
of  thousands  more.  Over  $700,000,000  are  yearly 
spent  for  drink. 

Every  grog  shop  is  a  direct  enemy  of  Church, 
School,*  Family  and  State.  We  have  more  than 
four  dram  shops  to  one  school;  and  570;000 
persons  are  employed  in  making  and  selling  this 
liquid  poison,  while  only  150,000  are  ministers 
and  school  teachers.  Surely  all  good  people 
should  work  together  against  such  a  deadly  enemy 
of  all  that  is  good. 

INFANT  BAPTISM. 

Some  people  neglect  the  baptism  of  their  child 
until  it  is  sick,  perhaps  very  sick.  Query :  Does 
a  sick  child  need  baptism  more  than  a  well  one? 
“  But  it  may  die,”  you  say.  May  not  the  other  ? 
Besides,  we  baptize  our  children,  not  because  they 
are  going  to  die,  but  because  they  are  going  to 
live.  They  need  the  grace  of  God  for  living,  as 
well  as  for  dying.

What  are  we  doing  toward  making  “disciples  of 
all  nations  ?  Church  pride  would  be  a  very  low 
motive  moving  us  to  so  sacred  a  work ;  but  surely 
if  neither  love  for  souls,  nor  anxiety  for  the  spread 
i  -k°r(Ps  kingdom,  can  move  us,  something 
should  make  us  engage  in  this  great  work  in  the 
foreign  field. 

the  foreign  missionary  spirit  of  1840- 
1860  died  out?  .  We  are  wronging  ourselves  and 
our  Lord  by  doing  nothing  in  this  work. 

True,  we  have  a  small  fund  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  interest  of  which 
is  annually  paid  to  the  German  Evangelical  Mis¬ 
sion  Society  in  the  United  States,*  together  with 
such  sums  as  our  people  may  give  to  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  (a  very  small  sum  indeed !). 

But  this,  alas !  is  the  whole  of  our  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary  activity !  Oh  let  us  awake  to  renewed  in¬ 
terest  in  this  great  work !

SITTING  DURING  PRAYER, 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  m  1849,  adopted  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  : — 

“  While  the  posture  of  standing  in  public 
prayer,,  and  that  of  kneeling  in  private  prayer, 
are  indicated  by  example  in  the  Scripture,  and  the 
general  practice  of  the  ancient  Christian  Church,— 
the  position  of  sitting  in  public  prayer  is  nowhere 
mentioned,  and  by  no  usage  allowed,  but  on  the 
contrary  was  universally  regarded  by  the  early 
Church  as  heathenish  and  irreverent.  Therefore 
this  Assembly  resolve,  that  the  practice  in  question 
be  considered  grievously  improper,  wherever  the 
infirmities  of  the  worshipers  do  not  render  it  ne¬ 
cessary  ;  and  that  ministers  be  required  to  reprove 
it  with  earnest  and  persevering  admonition.”

THE  WEATHER  TABLE. 

“  Mr.  Store-keeper,  this  Reformed  Almanac  does 
not  give  true  statements  about  the  weather.  I 
watched  the  weather  table  for  weeks  this  summer, 
and  half  the  time  it  was  not  correct.” 

“  You  forget,  my  friend,  that  this  Almanac  is 
made  to  suit  very  many  counties  and  even  several 
states,  both  East  and  West.  Now,  though  it  was 
cloudy  with  you,  when  the  Almanac  called  for 
cleai,  or  cold  and  stormy  when  it  called  for  calm 
and  fair,  you  must  remember  that  it  may  have 
been  clear,  calm  and  fair,  fifty  or  several  hundred 
miles  from  you.  It  could  not  be  made  to  suit  only 
one  district  But  you  may  be  sure  it  always  hits 
somewhere !” 

“Now  one  word  more,”  said  the  store-keeper; 
pay  less  attention  to  what  the  Almanac  says 
about  the  weather,  and  more  to  what  it  says  about 
Missions,  Education,  our  Institutions  and  other 
Church  matters,  and  you  will  be  better  off.  It 
can  tell  you  more  truly  about  these  things  than 
about  the  weather.”

WILL  YOU  HELP  TO  DO  IT? 

A  great  work  must  be  done  in  our  Church  this 
year.

THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

Efforts  to  establish  a  Theological  Seminary  fur 
our  Church  in  the  United  States  were  made  at  an 
early  period  in  our  history,  even  long  before  1800 , 
but  it  was  effected  only  in  1825,  when  the  Semi¬ 
nary  was  opened  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  under  Rev.  Dr. 
Lewis  Mayer,  receiving  accommodations  and  aid 
from  Dickinson  College.  In  182  )  it  was  removed 
to  York,  Pa.,  and  in  1839  to  Mercersburg,  Pa. 
Dr.  Mayer  having  resigned,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Nevin, 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Allegheny,  Pa,,  was  called  and  entered 
the  Institution  in  1840.  In  1841  Dr.  Rauch, 
President  of  Marshall  College,  died,  and  Dr.  Nevin 
for  a  number  of  years  had  the  care  and  control  of 
both  the  College  and  Seminary.  In  1844  Rev.  Dr. 
Philip  Schaff  entered  the  Seminary.  In  1851  I)r. 
Nevin  resigned  his  position,  and  Dr.  Schaff  was 
left  alone  until  1854,  when  Rev.  Dr.  B.  C.  Wolff 
was  inaugurated  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Practical 
Theology.  In  1865  Dr.  Schaff  resigned  and  Rev. 
E.  E.  Higbee  supplied  his  chair  until  1866,  when 
He  was  inaugurated  Professor  of  Exegeticai  and 
Historical  Theology.  This  position  he  occupied 
till  1871,  when  he  resigned,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Thos.  G. 
Apple,  then  President  of  Mercersburg  College,  was 
called  to  bis  chair. 

Rev.  Dr.  Wolff  resigned  in  1863,  and  Rev.  Dr, 
Henry  Harbaugh  was  called  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
He  died  in  1867,  and  in  1868  Rev.  Dr.  E.  Y. 
Gerhart  succeeded  him.  In  1871  the  Seminary 
was  removed  to  Lancaster,  in  order  that  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  Seminary  might  mutually  aid  each  other. 

H0MEMI8SI0NS.

Missionary  Conferences 
are  held,  and  all  are  becoming  more  interested  in 
the  work.

A  BIT  OF  HISTORY. 

FRANKLIN  COLLEGE. 

This  Institution  was  located  in  Lancaster,  Pa. 
and  chartered  by  the  Legislature  in  1787.  It  was 
owned  by  the  Reformed  Church,  the  Lutheran 
Church  and  the  Community,  each  one-third.  It 
received  endowments  of  land  and  money,  but 
never  became  a  regularly  organized  College.  It 
remained,  at  most,  a  grammar  school. 

MARSHALL  COLLEGE. 

This  Institution,  the  first  College  founded  by 
our  Church  in  this  Country,  was  chartered  by  the 
Legislature  in  1836.  It  remained  in  Mercersburg, 
Pa.,  side  by  side  with  the  Theological  Seminary, 
till  1853,  when  for  various  reasons  it  was  removed 
to  Lancaster,  Pa. 

FRANKLIN  AND  MARSHALL  COLLEGE. 

The  Lutheran  Church  having  sold  us  their  third 
right  in  franklin  College,  and  the  Community  pf 
Lancaster  having  donated  its  third,  the  Reformed 
Church  came  into  full  possession  of  Franklin  Col¬ 
lege.  Accordingly  in  1853  the  two  above  named 
Institutions  were  united,  and  called  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College. 

The  first  President  of  Marshall  College  was 
Rev.  Fredk.  A.  Rauch,  D.  D.  At  his  death  in 
1841,  Rev.  John  W.  Kevin,  D.  D.  succeeded  him 
till  1853,  when  the  Rev.  E.  V.  Gerhart,  D.  D> 
became  President  of  the  new  Institution.  IR 
held  this  position  till  1867,  when  he  was  succeeded 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Kevin,  who  is  the  present  incumbent. 


THE  MERCERSBURG  REVIEW. 

This  solid  old  quarterly  was  first  published  at 
Mercersburg  from  1849  to  1852;  then  at  Cham- 
bersburg  Horn  1853  to  1861.  From  1862  to  1866, 
inclusive,  there  was  no  issue.  In  1867  it  wras 
revived,  and  published  at  Philadelphia. 

It  is  valuable,  not  only  to  Ministers,  but  also  to 
the  membership  of  the  Church.  It  discusses  the 
great  questions  of  the  day,  especially  those  relating 
to  the  Christian  Church  and  the  Christian  life ;  and 
often  a  single  number  will  contain  matter,  which 
you  could  not  find  in  an  ordinary  book  of  five 
times  as  many  pages.  Far  more  of  our  people 
should  get  the  Mercersburg  Review.

THE  AMEEICAN  EEYOLUTIOH. 

England,  from  1754-62,  had  an  expensive  war 
with  France  in  regard  to  Canada,  which  so  increased 
the  national  debt  of  England  as  to  make  addition- 
al  taxation  necessary. 

The  English  government  turned  to  the  American 
Colonies,  and  tried  to  force  upon  them  the  noted 
“  Stamp  Act,”  which  required  all  legal  and  busi¬ 
ness  documents  to  be  stamped,  that  is,  a  duty  paid 
on  them,  in  order  to  be  binding. 

This  the  Colonies  stoutly  resisted,  because  it  was 
taxation  without  representation.  The  English  tried 
to  force  them  to  obedience.  This  brought  on  the 
war  which  began  at  Lexington,  Mass.,  in  April, 
1775.  The  Colonies  declared  themselves  free  and 
independent  of  the  mother  country  on,

OUR  BENEVOLENT  CONTRIBUTIONS, 

The  Eastern  Synod  last  year  gave  nearly  $46, 
000;  the  three  other  district  Synods  gave  over 
$21,000;  in  all  making  $67,000  for  our  whole 
Church. 

Compare  this  with  what  some  other  Church-9 
give,  and  it  looks  wonderfully  small.  But  two 
things  must  be  considered:  1.  These  other 
Churches  are  much  stronger  than  we  in  member¬ 
ship;  2.  They  in  their  benevolent  column  include 
many  things,  which  we  do  not  (Church  repairs; 
building  Churches  and  parsonages;  donations  to 
pastors,  &c.). 

Our  benevolent  column  includes  only  alms  given 
to  Missions,  Education,  Orphan  Homes,  our  Insti¬ 
tutions,  and  other  similar  Church  work.  Perhaps 
we  wrong  ourselves  by  being  so  strict,  while  others 
are  not;  and  yet  it  is  only  right,  and  ^ A  ™]1 
judge  us  fairly,  whether  men  do  or  not.

0UE  PUBLICATIONS. 

The  first  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms  used  in 
this  Country  were  imported  from  Europe.  The 
first  Reformed  Hymn  Book  published  in  America, 
was  in  1744  (two*years  before  Schlatter  came),  by 
Christian  Saurs,  Germantown,  Pa.  The  first  Re¬ 
formed  Catechism  published  in  this  Country  was  by 
Carl  Cist,  in  1790.  Our  Synodical  Minutes  began 
to  be  published  in  1817.  Our  present  English 
Hymn  Book,  was  published  in  1830.  The  pres¬ 
ent  edition  of. the  Heidelberg  Catechism  began  to 
be  published  in  1840.  In  1841  the  Mayer  Liturgy 
was  published.  In  1842  the  old  German  Hymn 
Book ;  also  Dr.  Nevin’s  “  History  and  Genius  of 
the  Heidelberg  Catechism.”  In  1843,  Dr.  Nevin’s 
“  Anxious  Bench.”  In  1845  Dr.  Schaff’s  Princi¬ 
ple  of  Protestantism.”  In  1846,  Dr.  Nevin’s 
“  Mystical  Presence.”  In  1849,  The  Mercersburg 
Review  was  started,  and  in  1850,  Dr.  Harbaugli’s 
“  Guardian.”  In  1857,  the  Provisional  Liturgy 
was  published,  and  in  1859,  Dr.  Schafi'’s  German 
Hymn  Book.  In  1859  Rev.  George  B.  Russell 
published  our  first  Sunday  School  paper,  called 
“  The  Pastor’s  Helper,”  since  1865  called  “  Child’s 
Treasury.”

A  CHAPTER  ON  ALMS-GIVING. 

THE  NATURE  OP  ALMS-GIVIN G. 

It  is  worship ;  honoring  the  Lord  with  our  sub¬ 
stance  (Prov.  3:  9);  our  gold  and  our  prayers  (Ps. 
72:  15;  Matt.  6:  Acts  10:  4).  It  is  the  fruit  of 
our  Christian  life ;  a  test  of  the  sincerity  of  our 
love  (2  Cor.  8:8);  and  a  Christian  grace  in  which 
we  shall  “  abound  ”  (2  Cor.  8 :  7). 

THE  NEED  OF  ALMS-GIVING. 

We  need  it,  to  prove  our  love  and  to  develop 
our  Christian  life ;  but  we  may  reverently  say,  that 
God  also  needs  our  alms.  He  works  through  means, 
and  the  means  come  from  His  people.  The  gospel 
must  be  preached  by  men,  and  these  must  be  sup¬ 
ported;  hence  “  Missions  ”  and  “  Beneficiary  Edu¬ 
cation.”  The  Church  must  provide  for  the  poor ; 
hence  “  Orphan  Homes.”  Also,  educate  her  young 

S’e;  hence  Colleges  and  Seminaries.  God 
do  many  things  by  miracles ;  but  He  does 
not,  He  works  through  means.  He  has  given  His 
people  brains,  money  and  grace.  These  they  are  to 
use  in  carrying  forward  His  work. 

“God  wants  our  hearts,  not  our  money,”  said  a 
good  old  man  to  his  pastor.  “God  wants  our 
hearts  and  our  money,”  said  the  minister,  and 
pointed  him  to  the  passages  given  above. 

THE  BLESSEDNESS  OF  GIVING. 

“  I  never  knew  how  it  was,”  says  Baxter,  but 
I  always  received  the  most  when  I  gave  the  most 
away.” 

This  simply  corresponds  with  God’s  promises  to 
the  liberal  giver.  He  will  bless  us  in  all  our  works 
(Deut.  15 :  10) ;  pay  us  back  all  we  give  (Prov.  19 : 
1.7)  ;  even  much  more  (Prov.  11 :  24,  25 ;  Mai.  3 : 
10-12).  a  oa 
Giving  is  more  blessed  than  receiving  (Acts  20 : 
35).  See  also,  Is.  58:  10,  11.  We  must  never 
give  simply  for  the  sake  of  this  reward ;  though 
while  giving  from  love  to  Christ  and  His  people, 
we  may  yet  confidently  expect  it. 

A  Christian  merchant  says :  “  The  more  I  give, 
the  more  I  seem  to  have.” 

Says  a  pastor:  “  During  my  second  year,  I  gave 
out  of  my  small  salary  $25.00  toward  our  church 
work  ;  in  less  than  a  year  afterward,  I  had  received 
from  unexpected  sources  more  than  five  times  that 
sum  I  The  same  has  often  happened  since.” 


Is  not  ail  this  simply  the  fulfillment  of  Prov.  8 : 
9,  10  ?  Is  it  wonderful,  that  God  does  what  He 
promises  ? 

THE  CURSE  OF  NOT  GIVING. 

Head  it  in  Haggai  1:  5-11,  and  Mai.  3:  8-11. 
Is  it  not  fearful  ?  Do  you  really  believe  God  means 
what  He  says  ?  Then  why  not  give  more  freely  ? 

A  shower  of  rain  withheld  from  the  farmer’s  corn 
in  earing  time,  may  keep  back  hundreds  of  extra 
bushels ;  how  easy  for  God  to  withhold  it !  A  little 
spark  in  the  merchant’s  goods  may  soon  destroy 
a  thousand  dollars,  which  he  has  kept  back  from 
the  Lord’s  work!  Twenty  dollars  may  seem  too 
much  to  give  to  missions ;  but  by  a  little  mildew 
on  your  grapes,  God  teaches  you  how  to  lose  forty. 
If  you  can  bear  losses,  why  not  also  bear  gifts  f  God 
wants  you  to  give  $500  or  $1000  to  the  Institutions 
of  the  Church,  but  you  refuse ;  by  a  quiet,  unex¬ 
pected  turn  of  affairs — that  is,  of  God’s  providence 
— He  teaches  you  how  to  give  twice  that  sum  to  fire, 
water,  burglary,  or  the  debtor  column  ! 

A  certain  man  while  poor,  gave  one-tenth  of  his 
income  to  the  Lord,  and  found  it  easy ;  but  during 
the  war  he  became  partner  in  a  hominy  mill,  which 
supplied  the  army.  Soon  his  income  was  three 
hundred  dollars  per  day.  Now  came  a  terrible 
conflict ;  “  Can  it  be  possible,  that  it  is  my  duty  to 
give  away  thirty  dollars  a  day  ?  ”  The  sum  seemed 
to  appal  him ;  and  one  night,  after  a  severe  struggle, 
in  which  covetousness  gained  the  mastery,  he  sank 
into  a  troubled  sleep,  but  soon  awoke  to  see  the 
hominy  mill  in  a  thousand  flames !  He  has  never 
since  had  any  trouble  to  give  one-tenth. 

Bo  God  by  sickness  teaches  men  how  much  time 
and  money  they  might  spare  for  His  service.  See 
how  all  these  facts  explain  and  illustrate  God’s 
statement  of  the  curse  in  Haggai  1 :  and  Mai.  3 : ! 

Both  the  blessing  and  the  curse  include  also 
spiritual  enriching  and  loss ;  but  of  these  we  will 
not  speak. 

EXCUSES  FOR  NOT  GIVING. 

“  Too  poor.”  Perhaps  just  because  you  do  not 
give  (Lk.  6 :  38)  ;  but  even  the  widow  gave  out  of 
her  poverty!  From  the  poor  God  demands  but 
little ;  but  He  does  demand  that . 

“  In  debt.”  So  you  might  always  be  and  never 
give  anything.  Do  you  owe  the  Lord  nothing  ?  or 
does  it  not  matter  when  you  pay  Him  ?  Why  be  so 
conscientious  only  in  regard  to  man  ?

“Things  have  not  gone  right  the  last  year.” 
Well,  that  may  be  explained  by  Hag.  1:5-11  and 
Mai.  3 :  8-11.  Perhaps,  rather,  you  have  not  gone 
right 

“  I  have  already  given  much.  We  cannot  always 
be  giving.”  You  forget  that  you  have  also  re¬ 
ceived  much,  and  are  always  receiving ! 

"  We  may  not  have  prosperity  this  year.  ”  You 
have  nothing  to  do  with  possible  evils,  losses,  &c., 
yet  to  come.  Paul  says :  “As  the  Lord  hath  pros¬ 
pered  you,”  so  lay  by  for  Him ;  He  asks  you  to 
give  from  past  prosperity,  not  future. 

“We  do  not  know  what  is  done  with  all  our 
church  money.”  That  is  because  you  do  not  read 
your  church  paper  and  the  proceedings  of  Classes 
and  Synods.  Our  church  work  is  all  spread  out 
there,  even  if  you  do  shut  your  eyes  to  it.  If  only 
you  would  read  more  about  how  the  Kingdom  is 
coming,  you  surely  would  do  more  to  make  it  come. 

DIFFERENT  WAYS  OF  GIVING. 

Much  as  possible  (earnestness).  Little  as  possi¬ 
ble  (indifference).  Much  as  others  give  (self¬ 
esteem).  More  than  others  give  (pride).  From 
sense  of  duty ;  self-respect ;  pity  to  the  cause ;  love 
to  Christ  and  souls. 

One  great  evil  is  the  habit  of  giving  very  small 
sums.  Men  pay  five  cr  tea  cents  for  a  cigar,  or 
piece  of  tobacco,  and  no  more,  perhaps  even  less, 
toward  the  work  of  the  Lord  I  Tobacco  they  buy 
almost  daily,  and  feel  comfortable ;  but  when  called 
on  for  alms  they  say,  “  You  are  always  begging !  ” 

This  giving  so  small  a  sum  is  only  a  habit,  a  had 
habit.  Perhaps  it  come3  from  the  expression, 
“  penny  collection.”  Y/hat  you  call  a  thing,  that 
you  will  likely  make  it.  W ou!d  to  God  the  words 
“  penny  collection  ”  had  never  been  heard!  Pennies 
from  the  poor  God  accepts ;  but  from  them  alone. 

Even  at  Communions,  when  Christians  should 
bring  a  suitable  thank-offering  to  the  Lord  (Deut. 
16 :  16),  how  many  cast  in  less  by  far  than  they 
the  month  before  spent  upon  needless  luxuries! 
By  subscription,  men  will  give  one,  five  or  ten 
dollars;;  but  into  the  alms  basket  they  will  cast 
only  a  little  scrip.  It  is  simply  bad  habit 

DIFFERENT  WAYS  OF  GETTING  ALMS. 

Every  Lord’s  Hay.  This  is  Apostolic  (1  Cor. 
16 :  2),  and  much  better  than  yearly  subscriptions 
and  special  appeals. 


Get  alms  from  all,  by  whatever  plan  you  adopt 
The  poor  as  well  as  the  rich ;  even  servant  girls, 
and  apprentices,  love  their  Church,  and  wish  to 
show  this  love.  Besides,  all  need  to  cultivate  the 
Christian  grace  of  giving.  Pass  none  by,  through 
either  pity,  fear,  or  delicacy. 

By  all  means,  never  resort  to  suppers,  festivals, 
fairs  or  any  other  worldly  device,  for  getting  Church 
money;  but  put  your  hand  into  your  pocket,  and 
pay  out  what  the  Lord  needs,  and  He  will  bless 
you  for  it. 

SACRIFICE  IN  ALMS-GIVING. 

Sacrifice  is  that  which  costs  us  something.  A 
matchboy  once  a  week,  did  without  his  dinner,  in 
order  to  have  six  cents  for  the  Lord’s  cause  on 
Sunday.  That  wa3  “a  sacrifice  acceptable,  well¬ 
pleasing  to  God”  (Phil.  4:  18).  David  would  not 
offer  to  the  Lord  that  which  cost  nothing  (See  2 
Sam.  24:  24).  So  should  we  be  careful,  that  wo 
feel  our  alms-giving,  that  there  be  some  cost  in 
them,  some  sacrifice  of  time,  labor,  or  feeling. 
Therefore  the  poor  offer  to  the  Lord  far  more 
sacrifices  than  the  rich;  because  the  latter  give  cf 
their  abundance,  and  generally  without  self  denial. 
Of  what  have  you  ever  denied  yourself  in  order  to 
have  more  for  the  Lord? 

A  rich  man  bought  100  shares  of  stock  at  $95 
per  share;  in  two  hours  sold  it  for  $99;  and  in  the 
evening  gave  $400  to  missions.  At  the  same  meet¬ 
ing  a  poor  woman  gave  $1.50  earned  that  day  by 
ten  hours  hard  washing.  Which  gave  a  “  sacrifice  * 
of  thanksgiving?  How  much  should  you  give.? 
Till  you  feel  it. 

HOW  MUCH  MEN  MIGHT  GIVE. 

Their  losses  teach  them  a  lesson  of  large  giving. 
Also,  their  outlay  for  luxuries  of  dress  and  appetite. 
See,  too,  what  money  men  can  spend  in  strife,  am¬ 
bition,  family  jealousies,  and  political  or  social 
interests ! 

How  can  a  man  who  chews  $25  worth  of  tobacco 
satisfy  bis  conscience  by  giving  one-fifth  or  one- 
half*  of  this  amount  to  the  support  of  the  gospel? 
A  man  once  gave  $2.00  to  missions,  and  next  day 
paid  $6.00  for  a  little  dog !  Men  often  beg  off  from 
a  needy  Church  object,  saying  they  can  do  no  more; 
but  soon  you  find  them  paying  from  $40  to  $100 
a  year  for  music  in  the  family.  Might  they  not 
have  given  this  amount  to  die  Lord  the  year 
before?

When  men  are  truly  in  earnest,  they  will 
give  largely ;  while  without  interest,  they  will  give 
but  little. 

In  1867  the  theatres  in  New  York  took  in 
$3,000,000;  that  same  year  the  whole  United 
States  paid  only  half  that  sum  to  Foreign  Miss¬ 
ions!  The  people  of  the  United  States  in  one 
year  pay  $600,000,000  for  tobacco,  and  England 
pays  $50,000,000;  while  the  income  of  all  the 
Missionary  Societies  of  the  whole  world  is  less 
than  $5,000,000  !# 

How  will  Christians  answer  for  all  this  at  the 
bar  of  God  ? 

OUR  GREAT  REPROACH, 

How  little  we  do  give  compared  with  what  we 
might  give !  Church  work  drags  sadly  along,  hin¬ 
dered  for  lack  of  support  and  often  hampered  with 
debt ;  while  Christians  hold  fast  to  the  Lord’s 
money!  A  year  ago,  the  Northern  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Education  had  a  debt  of  almost  $20,000. 
In  1872  the  Baptist  Mission  Society  was  $16,000 
in  debt;  that  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church, 
$40,000 ;  our  own  and  a  dozen  others  were  in  debt ! 
Alas,  Alas !  What  does  our  Lord  think  of  these 
things  ?  What  do  the  angels  think  of  them  ? 

SOME  HINTS  ABOUT  GIVING. 

Never  regulate  your  subscription  by  the  amount 
above  it ;  give  not  as  your  neighbor  gives,  but  as 
the  Lord  has  prospered  you  (1  Cor.  16:  2). 


In  dividing  your  money  between  men  and  God, 
let  not  God  come  last,  but  first  (Prov.  3:9;  Mat. 
6 :  33). 

If  our  people  were  more  deeply  interested  in 
our  Church  t  wrork,  they  would  give  more  freely 
and  cheerfully  to  its  support.  They  need  to  know 
what  has  been  done,  what  is  now  doing,  and  what 
yet  needs  to  be  done.  For  this  they  should  get 
the  Church  papers. 

Before  you  refuse  to  give,  study  Judges  5 :  23. 
Consider  also,  that  your  money  works  for  eternity  1 

“  Always  begging,” said  Mr.  Light-purse!  “  Yes,” 
said  the  Pastor,  “  I  am  always  begging  mercies  from 
the  Lord  for  you ;  and  it  is  only  fair  I  should  often 
ask  alms  from  you  for  the  Lord.” 

HOW  THE  WORLD  GIVES. 

Learn  a  lesson  here.  When  a  great  work  is  to 
be  done,  men  do  not  give  ten  cents  or  a  few  dol¬ 
lars,  but  hundreds  and  thousands.  A  railroad 
can  be  built  only  by  subscriptions  of  $100,  $500, 
$5000,  &c.  Why  does  the  world  (yea  why  do 
Christians,  in  worldly  interests)  give  so  freely  ?  Sim¬ 
ply  because  they  think  it  will  pay. 

But  why  do  Christians  refuse  to  carry  on  the  great 
work  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  ?  Because  they 
lack  confidence  in  the  investment.  It  will  not  pay 
them  as  other  investments  do.  The  Lord  says  it 
will,  but  they  do  not  believe  the  Lord,  and  so  they 
let  ITis  holy  work  drag! 

With  new  and  wide  fields  for  missions,  with 
twenty  or  fifty  new  candidates  for  the 


ministry. 

Your  alms-giving  is  for  your  own  good,  just  as  “**7  I^itutions  one  would  suppose  the 

your  praying  is  (1  Tim  6:  17-19)  People  *  £2 

should  give  neither  so  little  nor  so  carelessly  as 


they  do.

You  owe  the  Church  much. 

Many  a  big  heart  beats  above  an  empty  purse ; 
and  many  a  little  heart  above  a  full  one. 

Why  do  people  so  much  dislike  sermons  about 
money?  They  enjoy  the  subject  anywhere  else! 
Is  conscience  disturbed  ?  Aud  why  are  they  glad 
to  escape  from  giving  to  Church  objects?^ 

Giving  alms  is  one  way  of  becoming  interested 
in  Church  work.  Liberality  is  an  antidote  for 
covetousness.

THE  CLOSING  YEAR. 

«  How  time  flies !  ”  say  the  people,  when  Decem¬ 
ber  and  January  shake  hands.  The  past  year 
seems  like  only  a  few  weeks  at  most.  Look  at  the 
boys  and  girls  around  you,  j  ust  passing  into  manhood 
and  womanhood.  It  seems  only  yesterday,  that 
you  dandled  them  upon  your  knee !  and  those  who 
a  few  yearn  ago  passed  your  door  to  school,  are 
now  active  business  men  and  sober  matrons.  You 
can  hardly  realize  it.  Well  may  you  say,  “  How 
time  flies  i  ” 


EXCUSES  FOR  NEGLECTING  THE  LORD’S 
TABLE. 

There  are  various  pleas  by  which  persons  seek 
to  justify  their  persistent  refusal  to  connect  them¬ 
selves  with  the  Church  of  Christ  and  commemorate 
His  death. 

I.  1  can  be  a  Christian,  as  well  without  a  profes¬ 
sion  and  without  the  Sacrament  as  with  it 

This  is  a  fearful  position  to  take.  For  it  im¬ 
peaches  God’s  wisdom  and  goodness  in  establishing 
his  Church.  He  has  made  its  communion  and 
ordinances  the  usual  means  of  fitting  souls  for 
heaven.  This  excuse  denies  the  necessity  and 
suitableness  of  them  for  that  purpose.  The  objeo- 
tor,  therefore,  arrays  himself  in  opposition  to  the 
Living  God. 

II.  It  is  a  solemn  engagement,  and  I  shrinh  from 
committing  myself  for  life. 

But  this  feeling  would  not  prevent  you  from 
entering  into  any  social  tie,  or  into  a  marriage 
union,  although  such  a  relation  should  involve  all 
your  interests  for  this  world.  And  will  you  tell 
God,  that  you  can  trust  “  a  worm  of  the  dust,”  but 
that  you  are  afraid  to  trust  Him,  who  is  the  chief 
among  ten  thousand,  and  altogether  lovely ;  Him, 
who  is  as  willing  as  He  is  able  to  save  to.  the 
uttermost  all  that  trust  in  Him;  Him  who  is  as 
willing  to  carry  on  and  to  perfect  as  He  is  to  begin 
the  work  of  grace  in  their  hearts ;  find  who  is  able 
to  keep  that  soul  which  is  committed  unto  Him 
until  the  day  of  redemption  ? 

III.  I  fear  I  shall  disgrace  my  profession. 

Say  you  so  ?  Then  examine  your  heart.  There 
is  reason  to  fear,  that  you  cleave  secretly  to  the 
world,  and  would  make  provision  for  future  sin 
and  future  worldliness.  You  are  striving  to  serve 
two  masters,  God  and  Mammon,  the  world  and 
Christ.  Or  if  this  is  too  severe  and  harsh  a  judg¬ 
ment,  and  you  are  restrained  by  what  you  believe 
sincere  and  proper  feelings,  then  they  are  mistaken. 
They  lead  you  to  look  to  yourself  for  strength  to 
persevere,  and  not  to  Christ,  who  “  loves  to  the 
end  those  whom  He  loves.”  You  forget,  that 
“  He  is  faithful,  who  has  promised  and  cannot 
deny  Himself,”  and  that  He  will  “keep  by  His 
power,  through  faith,  unto  salvation,”  all  who  put 
their  trust  in  Him.  You  forget  that  “  neither  liib 
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nor  death,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to  come, 
nor  anything  else  (no  possible  contingency),  can 
separate  from  the  love  of  God  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,”  Either,  therefore,  you  do  not 
sincerely  wish  and  desire  to  be  and  to  live  as  a 
Christian,  or  you  are  allowing  yourself  to  be  led 
away  by  the  old  but  still  common  error  of  “going 
about  to  establish  some  righteousness  of  your  own, 
rather  than  submit  and  trust  altogether  to  the 
righteousness  of  God” — to  save  yourself  rather 
than  to  be  saved. 

IV.  I  can  discharge  all  the  duties  of  a  Christian 
and  yet  remain  as  I  am. 

The  blessed  Saviour  is  of  a  different  opinion. 
He  says,  “If  any  man  will  be  my  disciple,  let  him 
take  up  hi$  cross  and  deny  himself,  and  follow  me.” 
“  Whosoever  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  will  I 
confess  before  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  Who¬ 
soever  is  ashamed  of  me  and  my  words,  of  him 
also  shall  the  Son  of  Man  be  ashamed,”  &c.  The 
first  and  chiefest  duty  of  a  Christian  is  to  obey 
Christ ;  and  how  can  any  one  obey  Christ  in  the 
act  of  disobeying  Him  ? 

V.  The  Lord’s  Suppei'  is  only  an  outward  ordir 
nance ,  and  not  in  itself  neccessary  to  salvation. 

The  answer  is  first,  that  were  it  altogether  such, 
nevertheless  love  and  gratitude  would  say,  “Inas¬ 
much  as  my  gracious  Redeemer  has  made  this 
observance  a  mark  and  evidence  of  love,  I  will 
observe  it  even  more  scrupulously,  than  if  it  were 
in  and  of  itself  essential  to  my  spiritual  welfare.” 
But,  secondly ,  this  ordinance  is  not  wholly  out¬ 
ward,  but  is  a  seal  of  the  covenant,  a  pledge  of 
mercy,  a  token  of  love,  a  means  of  strengthening 
our  hearts,  and  a  season  of  special  presence,  com¬ 
munion,  and  merciful  dispensation  on  the  part  of 
Christ  and  of  the  blessed  Comforter — it  is  The 
Lord's  Supper,  and  as  oft  as  we  eat  this  bread 
and  drink  this  wine,  He  is  with  us  always,  unto  the 
end  of  the  world. 

VI.  I  fear  to  seal  my  ruin  by  “  eating  and  drinh- 
ing  damnation  to  myself.  ” 

But  the  Apostle,  by  the  word  “  damnation  ” 
(margin,  Judgment),  does  not  mean  hopeless  perdi¬ 
tion,  but  temporal  judgment,  such  as  sickness  and 
death,  as  appears  by  the  next  verse,  “  For  this 
cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and 
many  sleep  ”  (1  Cor.  xi  30).  To  eat  and  drink 


unworthily,  that  is,  carelessly,  without  desiring  to 
commemorate  Christ's  atoning  death,  or  without  a 
firm  desire  and  purpose  to  live  as  one  of  Christ's 
followers,  is  indeed  a  great  sin,  but  it  is  not  un¬ 
pardonable.  The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  can  wash 
it  out,  and  has  done  so  often. 

But  if  your  whole  trust  is  in  Jesus,  and  you 
long  to  obey  His  dying  command,  draw  nigh  with¬ 
out  fear.  You  come  not  to  the  mount  covered  with 
clouds  and  darkness,  but  to  Zion,  where  ail  is 
love — the  dying  love  of  Him  who  never  breaks  tho 
bruised  reed.  And  you  shall  eat  and  drink,  not 
damnation,  but  joy  and  peace  to  your  soul. 

VII.  I  am  not  fit  yet  to  go  to  the  Lord’s  table. 

“  You  know  not  what  spirit  you  are  of.”  To 
say  you  are  not  fit  to  come  to  the  Lord’s  table,  is 
either  to  say,  that  you  are  sinful — which  is  the  very 
reason  why  Christ  became  your  Saviour,  and  has 
provided  this  means  of  grace — or,  it  is  to  say,  that 
you  do  not  wish  to  come  there  as  a  sinner,  saved 
and  sanctified  altogether  by  grace;  and  in  this 
sense  it  is  to  trust  for  fitness  to  your  own  right¬ 
eousness,  your  own  duties,  which  is  a  rejection  of 
Christ.  In  so  saying,  therefore,  you  forget  that 
you  should  come  to  Ilis  table,  in  order  to  show  that 
your  confidence  is  built  upon  the  love  and  grace 
of  God  in  Christ;  that  you  may  find  strong  con¬ 
solation  in  reposing  on  Christ’s  infinite  righteous¬ 
ness  and  merits  ;  that  you  may  see  all  your  guilt  and 
sin  washed  away  in  the  fountain  of  Christ’s  blood; 
and  that  you  may  there  renounce  self,  trample  on 
all  self-righteous  hopes  and  dependence,  and  “  being 
justified  by  faith,  have  peace  with  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

VIII.  The  service  is  only  reccomended ,  not  com¬ 
manded. 

If  this  wrere  so,  could  any  penitent  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  slightest  hint  of  the  Lord,  who 
bought  him  with  His  blood?  But  the  fact  is 
otherwise.  The  Saviour's  words  are  a  plain,  posi¬ 
tive  command,  given,  indeed,  only  for  the  disciples' 
benefit,  but  none  the  less  binding  for  that  reason. 
So  important  was  it  in  His  view,  that  He  communi¬ 
cated  an  account  of  the  ordinance  to  the  Apostle 
Paul,  by  express  revelation.  “  For  I  received 
of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto 
you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night,  &c.”  (1 
Cor.  xi  23).  It  is  thu3  certain,  that  the  command 
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was  intended  to  embrace,  not  only  those  who  first 
received  it,  but  all  who  in  after  times  should  be¬ 
lieve,  even  “  till  he  come.” 

IX.  But  I  need  more  faith  in  order  to  go  to  the 
Lord's  table . 

And  where  are  you  to  get  thi3  faith  but  by 
coming  to  Him,  who  is  the  “author  and  finisher  of 
our  faith,”  and  who  has  instituted  this  ordinance 
for  the  very  purpose  of  increasing  the  faith,  and 
peace,  and  love  of  poor  and  needy  souls?  Come 
then  to  the  Lord’s  table,  because  the  Lord  of  the 
table  invites  you  there,  and  because  He  says,  “  Ho 
every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters ; 
yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without .  money 
and  without  price.”  Remember  thy  sins  and 
Christ’s  pafdonings ;  thy  ill-deserts  and  Christ’s 
merits;  thy  weakness  and  Cnrists  strength;  thy 
pride,  Christ’s  humility;  thy  many  infirmities, 
Christ’s  restorings ;  thy  guilt,  Christ’s  new  applica¬ 
tions  of  His  blood ;  thy  failings,  Christ’s  assistance ; 
thy  wants,  Christs  fulness;  thy  temptations, 
Christ’s  tenderness;  thy  vileness,  Christ’s  right¬ 
eousness.  Blessed  soul!  whom  Christ  shall  thus 
find  among  the  guests  of  His  table,  not  having  on 
his  own  righteousness  (Phil.  iii.  9),  but  having 
his  robes  washed  and  made  white  in  the  blood  of 
the  Lamb  (Rev.  vii.  14).  * 


CHURCH  HISTORY, 

Christians  should  more  generally  read  Church 
history.  It  would  tell  them  of  the  struggles, 
sorrows  and  victory  of  the  early  Christian  Church; 
the  need  of  a  Reformation  from  the  corruptions 
of  the  Roman  Church ;  the  storm  which  was  raised 
in  the  Sixteenth  Century  by  the  Reformers ;  and 
the  victory  of  the  truth.  Such  reading  would 
greatly  help  men  to  appreciate  their  Christian 
privileges.

THE  CHILDREN  MUST  TAKE  PART. 

The  use  of  the  Creed  and  Lord’s  Prayer .  in 
concert,  and  the  responsive  or  antiphonal  reading 
of  the  Scriptures,  have  become  very  common  in 
Sunday  Schools  of  different  denominations ;  almost 
more  s*o  than  our  own.  Sunday  School  men  all 
over  the  land  ere  coming  more  and  more  to  see 
the  necessity  of  giving  the  children  some  active 
and  audible  part  in  the  worship. 


WHY  MAKE  SUCH  A  DIPPEEE3J0E? 

If  a  miller  makes  good  flour,  people  want  it, 
whether  they  like  the  man  or  not.  So  in  all  bran¬ 
ches  of  business. 

But  in  regard  to  the  minister,  it  is  just  the  re¬ 
verse.  No  matter  how  well  he  preaches,  prays 
and  labors:  it  all  goes  for  nothing,  if,  for  any 
reason,  a  family  dislikes  him!  Therefore  Paul 
says  (1  Thess.  5:  13),  “Esteem  them  very 
highly  in  love  for  their  works’  sake.” 

- o - - 

A  GOOD  PLAN. 

Keep  a  strict  account  of  all  the  money  which 
your  congregation  pays  out  year  by  year  for  all 
church  purposes:  Pastor’s  salary,  current  expenses, 
the  regular  alms  and  any  special  collections,  build¬ 
ing  or  repair  outlay,  &c. 

Such  a  record  would  be  both  useful  and  inte¬ 
resting  now  and  hereafter.  This,  too,  would  enable 
you  to  make  a  yearly  statement  of  its  finances  to 
the  congregation 


Some  church  officers,  instead  of  holding  up  the 
hands  of  the  Minister  (see  Ex.  17  :  12),  stand  off 
and  throw  stones  at  him!  Great  Aarons  and 
Hurs  they  are ! 


Ejaculatory  prayer  is  a  most  excellent  habit. 
It  both  brings  you  into  frequent  communion,  with 
God  and  the  heavenly  world,  and  also  cultivates 
thankfulness,  dependence  and  humility. 


Some  of  our  people  get  all  our  Church  books 
as  they  are  published.  You  find  them  in  thesei 
families.  The  children  are  modeled  by  them  and 
taught.  Wise  and  happy  are  such  parents.
